How He Rose From a Quiet Farm to 
Eadwriao Faaie 




"General I'lyssas 8. Grsnt'a metamorphosiii 
from an eaay-golog fanasr to one of the world's 
moat brOliaat aad daaUat gaalassa ef tke 
battlefield, w&s the mot<t remarkable thing I 
ersr heard of or saw in all my life," said J. H. 
Morrla of Ckieago, "aad oae tkat will keep tke 
brains of the psyebologists bflflf (cr many a 
day. It was my minfortune never to have 
spoken to the famooa lieoeral, although 1 ssw 
ktaa 9mf dey for sewal years, ea kis way to 
tewa aad on his way home again. It was 
aroiad 1868 that Grant was living on the farm 
of kifl fatker>ia-law, General Dent, on tbe 
Grafoia road, abeat twelve alias fna 8t Loeia. 

I lived on the sdjoining farm, yet saw little if 
any of bis faiiily, for tbey wars all a remark- 
ably qilet aad setf-eoataiaed faadly.UttlegifeB 
over to society or even nsigbborly intercourse. 

"A few years before, Grant had resigned 
from tbs Army, where he was, 1 believe, a 
Lieateaaat. te keeeae a taaaar la a faetery ia 
Galoaa, III He gave tkia ap sad weat to kis 
fstksr-iD-lair's farm to livs.

"He was known among the tewnspeople as a 
qaist, serions and vsry boasst mao. Ia fact, 
ke was koaeat te a faalt At tkat time ke 
sessssd to kave goitea eat ef kla slsasat and 
acted as though he were codscIous of the fact 
tkat tbe life be led wu one ill-suited to an 
anay oflosr aeeeetoaMd to aetlrity and bustle. 
I ran hardly exprsss tbs thing, so different did 
he appear in later years. He hud, i>ne might 
ssy, lost bis grip on the world, and while feel- 
tag kimssif gradaally allpplag away, yet was 
powerless to ekeek his fsll. He did make an 
attempt to get away from tbe deadening work 
at tke farm, and oa oae of kis trips to the city 
ke appUad far a peeMoa at oae ef tke Urge 
lirm^ in St. Loui; as a clerk in their office. 
He was rsfosed tbs positioo on account of 
bis sgs, aa ke wu em tkirty>ive at tkat time. 
It was very fortunats for bim tbat bis appli* 
cation was rejected, for had hi- obtained the 
position it is probable that he would have been 
so pleeaed witk tke ekaage tkat ke weald not 
have entered the Army when the war broke 
oat.
